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Again  we  bring  to  you  greetings  of  all  at  the 
■eights,  this  time  as  we  begin  our  86th  year  in 
Boston.  Elsewhere  in  this  issue  of  the  Alumni 
mews  you  will  read  of  the  changes  and  additions 
on  our  faculty.  [We  begin  the  year  with  more 
than  100  priests  and,  I  am  informed,  this  repre- 
sents  the  largest  .Jesuit  teaching  faculty  in  the 
world.  The  lay  faculty,  too,  has  grown  propor- 
tionately, and  so  we  arc  prepared  to  welcome  to 
the  Heights  a  student  body  that  will  number 
about  5000.  At  a  later  date  we  shall  have  the 
exact  numbers  and  include  the  registrations  of 
our  Intown  Schools. 

Probably  the  most  important  addition  to  the 
faculty  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  Alumni  Asso 
ciation,  is  the  establishment  of  an  office  of  Pub- 
lic Relations  with  Dave  Lucey,  class  of  '40,  as 
director.  As  an  executive  assistant  to  me,  Mr. 
Lucey  has  worked  out  a  rather  elaborate  pro- 
gram which  will  be  reported  as  it  unfolds.  I  am 
very  confident  that  this  step  is  one  that  will 
meet  with  the  approval  of  all. 

This  is  the  first  occasion  on  which  I  greet  you 
under  the  new,  or  rather  a  return  to  the  old 
plan  of  operation.  By  your  vote  of  last  June,  the 
Alumni  Association  decided  to  operate  inde- 
pendently of  the  College.  Naturally,  I  am  much 
nterested  in  the  new  arrangement.  I  am  deeply 
grateful  for  the  cooperation  and  support  you 
have  given  me  in  the  past  three  years,  and  I 
incerely  hope  that  the  same  cooperation  and 
upport  will  be  given  your  Alumni  officers.  It 
is  their  hope  and  mine  that  each  year  the  Asso- 
iation  will  be  in  a  position  to  make  a  substan- 
tial contribution  to  the  College  and  thus  give  us 
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confidence  to  go  ahead  with  our  hopes  for  further 
expansion.  A  successful  Alumni  activity  is  the 
surest  guarantee  that  we  can  make  Boston  Col- 
lege what  it  should  be. 

Our  College  of  Business  Administration  Build- 
ing is  completed  and  I  hope  that  those  of  you 
who  helped  make  it  possible  will  come  out  to  see 
what  we  have  done.  As  you  know,  our  campaign 
was  not  the  success  we  had  hoped  it  would  be. 
Because  of  this,  I  shall  not  begin  at  once  with 
another  building.  We  are  drawing  plans  for  a 
building  to  match  the  Science  Building  and  I 
Svould  like  to  break  ground  in  the  Spring.  How- 
ever, unless  I  know  that  I  am  to  have  the  full 
support  of  our  Alumni  Association,  I  cannot  go 
ahead  with  this  very  necessary  addition. 

The  Maintenance  Building,  too,  has  been  com- 
pleted and  1  feel  that  when  you  have  had  an 
opportunity  to  inspect  it  you  will  agree  that  a 
long-felt  need  has  been  fulfilled. 

Finally,  the  last  most  important  change  at  the 
Heights  is  the  conversion  of  part  of  Cardinal 
O'Connell  Hall  to  a  dormitory  unit.  This  means 
we  shall  have  approximately  200  boarders  on  our 
campus.  Even  this  tigure  does  not  begin  to 
take  care  of  those  who  would  prefer  to  be  with 
us.  Thus,  you  see  that  with  all  the  expansion, 
we  have  only  begun.  Hence,  I  cannot  urge  you 
too  strongly  to  support  your  Alumni  officers  in 
their  hopes  to  build  up  an  annual  fund  which 
will  mean  so  much  to  us  at  the  Heights. 

My  thanks  to  all  of  you  for  what  you  have 
done  for  us,  and  God's  best  blessings  on  you 
always. 
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ALUMNI  CENTRE  OPENED  IN  BOSTON

HUGH  A.  DRUM 

The  following  editorial  about  Lieutenant  Gen- 
eral Hugh  A.  Drum,  LL.D.,  1923,  appeared  in 
the  New  York  Times  (September  14,  1948).  Gen- 
eral Drum  is  the  brother  of  John  D.  Drum,  '90, 
the  late  Joseph  C.  Drum,  '94,  and  the  late  Rev. 
Walter  F.  Drum,  S.J.,  '90  (many  Alumni  will 
recall  the  sermon  delivered  by  Father  Drum  on

GENERAL   DRUM'S  SERVICE 

Lieut.  Gen.  Hugh  A.  Drum's  retirement  as 
commanding  general  of  the  New  York  National 
Guard  as  he  reaches  the  age  of  69  invites  a  re- 
view of  the  exceptional  services  that  this  dis- 
tinguished citizen  has  performed  for  his  country. 
The  son  of  a  soldier,  he  was  born  in  an  Army 
post,  and  was  already  a  second  lieutenant  on 
duty  in  the  Philippines  hostilities  of  1898  before 
he  was  20  years  old.  He  served  on  the  Mexican 
border,  on  General  Pershing's  original  general 
headquarters  staff  of  the  A.E.F.  in  1917,  and 
thenceforward  assumed  steadily  increasing  re- 
sponsibilities that  revealed  the  measure  of  the 
man. 

His  achievements  in  the  laborious  preparations 
that  went  into  organization  and  training  of  our 
young  men  for  the  Second  World  War  are  still 
fresh  in  the  memory  of  New  Yorkers.  In  com- 
mand of  the  First  Army  until  he  resigned  from 
the  Regular  Army,  in  1943,  he  brought  to  his 
final  wartime  task  the  background  of  broad 
experience  in  the  field  and  in  varied  peacetime 
assignments.

By  the  time  that  this  article  appears,  no  oracle 
will  be  required  to  foretell  the  fate  of  the  1948 
Eagles,  for  on  Sept.  2L  Wake  Forest,  coached 
by  that  old  fox  Peahead  Walker,  will  have  met 
the  Boston  eleven  for  the  fifth  time.  That  game 
will  tell  the  story.  However,  much  may  be  ex- 
pected from  Denny  Myers'  men,  since  the  club 
of  '48  has  been  well  selected  and  seasoned  by 
the  able  staff  of  Myers,  "Lefty"  Flynn,  Herb 
Kopf,  ''Moody"  Sarno,  and  "Red''  Mangene.  Of 
these,  Flynn,  captain  under  Gil  Dobie,  and  Herb 
Kopf  are  new,  but  they  have  fast  become  im- 
portant cogs  in  a  football  machine  that  is  rolling 
smoothly.  Mangene  has  been  entrusted  with  a 
great  responsibility — that  of  training  the  fresh- 
man club,  one  that  seems  destined  to  become  one 
of  the  outstanding  frosh  elevens  in  B.C.  history. 

The  schedule  has  been  reviewed  in  the  June 
issue  of  the  Alumni  News;  hence  it  will  be  but 
briefly  mentioned  here  —  Wake  Forest,  George- 
town, St.  Bonaventure,  Yillanova,  Mississippi, 
Olemson,  William  and  Mary,  St.  Mary's,  and 
Holy  Cross.  Man  alive  —  that  is  a  schedule  for 
giant-killers.  St.  Bonaventure,  loaded  for  bear, 
travels  all  over  the  country,  meeting  B.C.  on  the 
East  coast  and  San  Francisco  on  the  West. 
William  and  Mary  (Southern  Conference  cham- 
pions in  1947)  and  Mississippi  are  both  power- 
houses that  deepen  the  Southern  tinge  that  has 
dominated  the  Boston  card  for  a  decade. 

Prospects  are  bright  for  the  best  season  that 
B.C.  has  enjoyed  since  it  won  the  Lambert 
Trophy  in  1942.  Ends  are  strong  —  at  present 
All  American  Art  Spinney  and  Fitchburg  Stan 
(ioode  are  leading  the  pack,  but  Albie  Gould, 
John  Harbison,  Jabar,  Mulloy,  King,  Weisniew- 
ski,  and  Boy  Norden  follow  close  behind.  Six 
lettermen  dominate  the  tackle  squad  —  Capt. 
Furey,  Giordano,  Lipka,  McCarthy,  Osganian, 
and  Stautner,  but  DiRobbio  from  Providence 
and  O'lfeilly  from  Philadelphia  figure,  too. 
Stautner  has  already  been  selected  on  three 
national   magazine  Ail-American  teams. 

Arthur  Donovan  and  Papaleo  are  fixtures  at 
guard,  in  a  slot  where  the  Eagles  are  deepj  for

with  the  gigantic  Kennedy  and  Chouinard  vying 
for  the  starting  position,  although  Roy  Delaney 
is  pressing  hard. 

B.C.  has  a  wealth  of  backs  —  indeed  Myers 
intends  substituting  whole  units  at  a  time  —  a 
passing  backfield  of  Clasby,  Songin,  Diminick, 
and  Poissant;  a  speedy  backfield  of  Cannava, 
Lanoue,  Clasby,  and  Diminick;  a  heavy  backfield 
of  DeRosa,  Farrell,  Songin,  and  Palladino,  not 
necessarily  using  these  men  always  as  definite 
units  but  adding  men  like  Stuka,  Boverini, 
Petela,  Fred  Songin.  and  the  Jabars  when  op- 
portunity presents  itself.

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COPY  BOY  TO 
MANAGING  EDITOR 


|  HE  honor  roll  of  American  journalism  is  studded  with  the  names 
of  former  copy  boys.  Many  a  managing  editor  once  jumped  when 
throaty  calls  of  "copy"  pierced  the  editorial  office  din. 

Promotion  from  the  ranks  may  be  an  old  story  in  this  country, 
but  it  remains  one  of  the  great  virtues  of  America's  industrial 
philosophy. 

Practically  every  director  and  officer  of  A  &  P  came  up 
through  the  ranks  of  the  company.
